BARBADOS. 

Removal of quarantine against Mayaguez, Puerto Rico. 

Barbados, January 8, 1898. 
Sir : I have been directed by my board to state for your information 
that the quarantine here against Mayaguez (Puerto Rico) has been 
taken off, the British consul-general in Puerto Bico having telegraphed 
that no epidemic of any kind exists there at present, and the schooner 
Maid of the Mist having brought a clean bill of health from the British 
consul at Mayaguez. 

Quarantine is in force here against Pernambuco, Para, Panama, 
Cuba, Bahia, and Jamaica. 
The public health of this Island continues to be good.
